School workers 
seek mediation 
for contract

Negotiators for the California School 
Employes Association and Lompoc 
Unified School District have bogged 
down over the agency shop issue and the 
classified workers have asked the state 
to mediate the dispute. 
The break came at a last ditch negotia­ 
tion session Monday between a CSEA 
salary committee and a school board 
team headed by Assistant Supt. Alice 
Milligan. 
In a statement following a general 
membership meeting last night, and is-

Lompoc Planning Commission, Mon­ 
day took the following actions: 
— Approved changes to the com­ 
prehensive zoning ordinance pertaining 
to definitions, appeals, procedures and 
purposes for the open space zone. A 
m ajor provision of the 
appeals 
procedure would, for the first time, 
grant top officials of the city the right to 
appeal decisions of the Architectural 
Review Committee on behalf of the 
public interest. City Attorney Alan 
Davidson told the commission the new 
procedure would merely give dty of­ 
ficials the rights of appeal now enjoyed 
by the general public. 
— The action carries with it the follow­ 
ing resolution on open space: “This zone 
is designed and intended to provide open 
space for the preservation of natural 
resources, managed production of 
resources, open space for outdoor 
recreation and private open space uses, 
for the protection of public health and 
safety, to preserve natural scenic areas 
for future populations, and to 
systematically manage the growtn and 
directions of urban development.” 
— Postponed action on the request of 
Ed Hauenstein for subdivision on land 
between Cypress and Hickory Avenues 
at Seventh Street, to give the applicant 
time to prepare a new map of the area. 
— Gave its blessing to the proposed 
acquisition of 4.5 acres of county land 
adjacent to Lompoc High School, for a 
new dty park. The commission found 
Hurt Km mMm mi in conformity with 
the general plan. 
— Set a public hearing on Jan. 10 to 
consider a newly constituted handbook 
for guidance of the architectural review 
committee, and for modifications to the 
zoning ordinance to facilitate adoption. 
The hearing would also be for considera­ 
tion of landscape maintenance agree­ 
ment procedures. 
— Upheld the Architectural Review 
Committee denial of an appeal by Time 
Oil Co., for relief from sign conditions 
imposed by the committee. The com­ 
pany has sought a pole sign, possibly as 
high as 25 feet and containing an area of 
six feet by 16 feet. A spokesperson for 
the company argued unsuccessfully that 
the pole sign was crucial to attracting 
enough business to make the cutrate, 
volume sale of gas financially succes­ 
sful. Commissioner John Peto, who 
represents the commission on the 
architectural committee, told his 
colleagues that the committee had asked 
in vain for some company-designed 
alternatives to the pole sign concept. 
Commissioner Jean Jacoby noted the 
site at Chestnut Avenue and H Street was 
only three blocks from the old town 
center and that she d hate to see the city 
go backwards in its efforts to improve its 
municipal core. Most of the commis­ 
sioners described a ground-mounted, low 
level sign as more appropriate for the 
development.

said: “Chapter 257 of the California 
School Employes Association today 
declared that negotiations with the Lom­ 
poc Unified School District had reached 
an impasse. The chapter will request the 
EERB, (Education Employe Relations 
Board) to send a mediator to mediate the 
areas of disagreement.” 
CSEA listed the areas of disagreement 
as: “ salary increases, district contribu­ 
tions to the health and welfare and 
agency shop.” 
A spokesperson for CSEA said today 
that the classified workers had not 
received a salary increase since October 
1975. 
In sutemente to The Record today, 
Milligan confirmed that negotiations had 
broken down, but said agreement could 
have been readied if it had not been for 
the agency shop issue. She released 
figures showing the opposing final salary 
and fringe benefit positions of the two 
sides. The district has offered a totel in­ 
crease, salary and health and welfare, of 
11.10 per cent over the life of a two-year 
contract. That would be 6.75 per cent the 
first year and 4.35 per cent the second. 
CSEA’s final demand was 15.77 per 
cent over two years. That would be 9.77 
per cent the first year and six per cent 
the second. 
Both sides agreed on the figures. 
Both sides, however, do not agree on 
provisions for the agency shop issue or 
as i t ’ s m ore fo rm ally know, 
“ Organizational security.” Milligan 
released the following explanation: 
“ The district proposes that once a unit 
member has agreed to and has joined the 
association, membership must be 
retained for the duration of the agree­ 
ment, but not as a condition of employ­ 
ment. During the first two weeks of this 
agreement, unit employes may resign 
their membership.” 
“CSEA proposes that all unit members 
must pay dues or an equivalent amount 
to the association as a condition of 
employment. This means that the dis­ 
trict would be forced to dismiss any 
employes who refused to pay the as­ 
sociation.” 
An assessment on the wording of the 
two positions as provided by Milligan 
was not immediately available from 
CSEA sources. 
Impasse procedures could take as long 
as 80 days before resolution of all the is­ 
sues. 
Milligan released the following 
timetable for the procedures under the 
•u u 't EERB* EERBeouki take a max­ 
imum of five days after they determine 
that an impasse exists to name a 
mediator; another 15 days could elapse 
before the mediator gets on the scene, 
works with the two parties and an­ 
nounces failure to settle the dispute; 
another five days by the time one party 
declares a 
fact-finding procedure 
required and EERB selects a panel 
chairperson; another 10days for the pan­ 
el to meet , another 30 days for the panel 
to announce its findings and make 
recommendations; and another 10 days 
before all the findings and the recom­ 
mendations are made public. 
The two sides began negotiations prior 
to the beginning of the present fiscal 
year on July 1. Much of the time during 
the more than six months of negotiations 
has been spent on issues other than 
salaries and health and welfare benefits.

One of the few places of refuge for 
homeless cate in Lompoc was saved this 
week when the county Animal Control 
Shelter approved Mrs. Thelma Zimmer­ 
man’s application for a cattery license. 
If the application had been denied, 
Lompoc would have lost a truly unselfish 
citizen. 
For the past 10 years, Mrs. Zim­ 
merman, 64, has taken over 200 stray 
cate into her home at 225 South F St. and 
paid out of her own pocketbook to have 
each one of them inoculated and 
neutered. 
The abandoned felines — sometimes 
battered, sometimes not old enough to 
sip milk from a bowl — have either 
wandered into her yard or people have 
left them inside her porch door without 
her knowledge. 
How the cats find their way to her 
home is a puzzle to Mrs. Zimmerman 
and why people started dropping their 
unwanted animals at her address is 
another mystery — she has never adver­ 
tised her sympathies for cats, she 
reports. 
‘I don’t know whether I have 


something special that animals like or 
what,” she said this week. “ I think God 
just guides them to me.” 
If a home cannot be found for a new 
stray, the cat is adopted by Mrs. Zim­ 
merman. 
Today she has 16 cate living in two big 
pens in her backyard. 
Mrs. Zimmerman and her husband live 
on his small pension and her small Social 
Security check. The cats live on the 
money she earns cleaning houses five 
days a week. 
“Of course, I get some of the money 
from the job, but if I didn’t work I 
couldn’t support all these cats,” Mrs. 
Zimmerman remarked 
She spends about $100 a month on cat 
food alone. 
Mrs. Zimmerman sacrifices her time 
and money for cats because she believes 
"God wants us to take care of the 
animals on Earth.’’ 
Her efforts to feed and house stray 
cats were recently threatened, however 
For the first time someone reported 
Mrs. Zimmerman and her large furry 
E 
lation to the Animal Control Shelter, 
ten she contacted the Record last 


week, Mrs. Zimmerman wrote that she 
could no longer keep her cats because 
the law states only three cate can live on 
a person’s property. 
“ It seems ironic to have a ‘Be Kind to 
Animals Week’ and then turn around and 
expect someone who has cared and loved 
these animals everyday of the year to 
destroy them,” she wrote. 
Rather than destroying her pete, Mrs. 
Zimmerman was planning to move them 
and herself out of Lompoc — her home 
for 43 years — to lire with her sister in 
the country near Atascadero. 
But this week her prayers were 
answered — she can keep the cats. 
Someone from city hall called to say 
that according to the zoning ordinance a 
resident can have more than four cats if 
a cattery license is obtained from the 
county. Three days ago, the Animal 
Control Shelter inspected how and where 
the cats live on Mrs. Zimmerman’s 
premises and approved an application. 
“ I just said I was putting it in God’s 
hands. I just prayed and prayed and I 
knew something was going to happen,” 
beamed Mrs. Zimmerman. “ I have that 
much faith in prayer.” 


ATLANTA (UPI) - President-elect 
Jimmy Carter today announced his 
selection of Bendix Corp. President W. 
Michael Blumenthal as treasury 
secretary and Rep. Brock Adams, D- 
Wash., as transportation secretary. 
He disclosed his second and third 
Cabinet selections at an early-afternoon 
news conference. 
On Thursday, Carter is expected to 
name two more Cabinet members — 
probably a woman and a nuclear 
physicist to head the departments of 
commerce and defense . 
“Today, I’m very proud to announce 
two men who have my complete con­ 
fidence,” said Carter. “They hare in­ 
tense and complete knowledge of the 
areas for which they will be respon­ 
sible.” 
Carter confirmed earlier reports today 
that he had picked Blumenthal and 
Adams. 
Before his press conference, he told 
big city mayors here he had decided on 
the veteran Washington State congres­ 
sman to watch over the nation’s growing 
transportation problems. And he 
telephoned Sen. Carl Curtis, R-Neb., in 
Washington to announce Blumenthal’s 
nomination. 
Blumenthal, 50, is a former Kennedy 
administration international trade 
negotiator. He is a former Princeton 
professor, a refugee from Nazism and 
speaks with a slight German accent. In 
the past, he has served as an off-the- 
record diplomatic envoy for the United 
States. 
Adams, 49, was elected in November 
to his seventh consecutive term in the 
House from SeatUe, where he spent moat 
of his life after moving across country 
from his native Atlanta. 
Adams is chairman of - the House 
Budget Committee and has expertise in 
transportation matters as a member of 
I 
the House Commerce Subcommittee on 
Transportation. 
Carter has already named Cyrus 
Vance as secretary of state and is 
reported to be ready to name 
California physicist Harold Brown as 
defense secretary and Mrs. Jane Cahill 
Pfeiffer to be the first female commerce 
secretary. 
All of the appointments must be ap­ 
proved by the Senate. 
Blumenthal would replace Secretary 
of the Treasury William Simon and 
Adams would succeed William Coleman 
in the government’s top transportation 
job. 
Former Labor Secretary John Dunlop, 
reportedly high on Carter’s list as a poss- 
We appointee to take the job once again, 
met with the president-elect today. 
Carter Press Secretary Jody Powell 
said Carter planned another news con- 
e re nee in Plains, Ga., Thursday to name 
two more Cabinet appointees. 
Blumenthal, 50, is a former Kennedy 
administration international trade 
negotiator. He is a former Princeton 
professor, a refugee from Nazism and 
speaks with a slight German accent.

Drug enforcement chief 
gunned down by informer 


BOGOTA, Colombia (UPI) - A would- 
be narcotics informer shot and killed the 
local chief of the U.S. Drug Enforcement 
Administration then turned his gun on 
himself and committed suicide Monday, 
U S spokesmen said today. 
The gunman apparently went berserk 
during a visit to the DEA’s offices, the 
agency said. He shot the American nar­ 
cotics agent, Octavio Gonzalez, three 
times and sprayed bullets wildly around 
the offices during a visit in which he had 
apparently tried to sell information 
about cocaine traffic in Colombia. 
A spokesman said the assailant, 
Thomas Charles Cole, shot himself once 
in tiie head as Marine guards stormed 
the DEA’s 19th-floor offices two blocks 
from the U.S. Embassy. 
Cole had a 3*caliber revolver and 
carried two boxes of hollow-point am­ 


munition, the spokesman said. The DEA 
agent was unarmed. 
Three secretaries in the DEA offices 
at the time ran for cover and escaped in­ 
jury during the gunplay Monday after­ 
noon 
The federal drug agency sent a special 
investigative team from Washington, 
and a Colombian spokesman said today 
the secret police agency F2 also was 
studying the case. The State Department 
also was reported to be checking Cole’s 
background. 
The DEA said Cole, 25, visited the 
agency's Philadelphia office early in 
November and offered to sell informa­ 
tion about cocaine trafficking in Colom­ 
bia. He was referred to the Bogota office 
and he talked with agents there earlier 
his month.

SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - Gary 
Gilmore, convinced that a U.S. Supreme 
Court ruling has assured his speedy ex­ 
ecution, gave up legal efforts today to 
avoid the death penalty and ended his 25- 
day hunger strike. 
The condemned man’s lawyers filed a 
motion in Utah Fourth District Court at 
Provo asking for dismissal of a petition 
which sought to have the death sentence 
tossed out on grounds it wasn’t imposed 
within a 60-day time limit. 
“ The plaintiff no longer desires to pur­ 
sue the remedies set forth in the writ,” 
said the dismissal motion filed by at­ 
torneys Ronald Stanger and Robert 
Moody following a late night meeting 
with Gilmore at Utah State Prison. 
After the two-hour strategy session, 
Gilmore ended his long hunger strike by 
munching on a cheese and baloney 
sandwich in his prison cell. He ate a se­ 
cond sandwich during the night, then 
breakfasted on french toast, cooked 
cereal, milk and tomato juice. 
The condemned man decided to 
withdraw the request for a writ of 
habeas corpus and to end the hunger 
strike after the nation’s highest court 
decided by a 5-4 margin to lift a stay of 
his execution issued Dec. 3 
Guards at Utah State Prison said he 
called for food late Monday night. 


It was 11:30 p.m., well past the supper 
hour, but Gilmore was given the 
sandwich and an orange in his isolated 
cell in the hosptial infirmary. 
“ He wanted more, but we wouldn’t 
give it to him —- we didn’t feel he was 


ready for it,” a spokesman said. “ He got 
hungry again about 1 a.m. and we gave 
him some more oranges and milk.” 
Gilmore had begun his fast, taking 
only liquids, to protest the refusal of 
authorities to allow him to contact his 
girlfriend who unsuccessfully tried to 
commit suicide in her Provo apartment 
at the same hour Gilmore took pills in an 
effort to end his own life. 


Sources said the condemned killer, 
during a two-hour strategy session with 
his lawyers Monday night, told them to 
withdraw a petition for a writ of habeas 
corpus seeking to have his death penalty 
set aside. 
Gilmore last week asked Utah’s 
Fourth District Court for the writ 
because the state failed to execute him 
within 60 days of imposition of the death 
sentence, as required by state law. 
When the Supreme Court ruled 5-4 
Monday that Gilmore had “ knowingly 
and intelligently” waived his right to ap­ 
peal and should be allowed to die, the 
petition for writ became the only legal 
impediment to setting a new execution 
date. 
Judge J. Robert Bullock of the Utah 
Fourth District Court must now set 
another date — the third — for Gilmore’s 
appearance before the firing squad. The 
Utah County Attorney's Office today 
prepared legal papers asking the judge 
to schedule a hearing to set the execution 
date. 
The killer’s lawyers, under a gag order 
in the case, would not discuss their next 
move, but attorney Robert Moody said, 


‘We will appear in court today at his 
direction.” 
Moody said Gilmore “ feels good about 
the decision” of the justices, “was glad 
that they had the courage to get on and 
over with it, and looks forward to his 
next moves” — apparently withdrawing 
the petition for freedom. 
Moody said he and Ron Stanger, 
Gilmore’s other attorney, had discussed 
with the condemned man the possibility 
that opponents of capital punishment 
would file new court actions aimed at 
halting the execution. 
Several were already in the planning 
stages — both by the lawyers who filed 
the unsuccessful appeal to the U.S. 
Supreme Court ana by attorneys for 
other convicts on Utah’s Death Row. 


“ He wants, in his words, for all of 
these do-gooders to butt out,” Moody 
said. 
Stanger described Gilmore as “ very 
somber, very reflective” after the 
Supreme Court lifted its temporary stay 
of his execution and cleared the way for 
the 36-year-old killer to become the first 
convict executed in the United States 
since 1967.

Firemen 
hike 
ordered to 
working hours

C ounty fir e m e n w ere 
directed Monday to boost their 
duty week from 56 to 63 hours 
effective Feb. 7 on an order by 
the Board of Supervisors. 
The unanimous vote by the 
board climaxed deadlocked 
contract talks between county 
administration and the AFL- 
CIO Firefighters Union, and 
resulted in announcement by 
Union President Michael Ben­ 
nett, a firefighter himself, that 
the union will seek a court 
order to nullify the board’s 
edict. 
County staff estimated the 
increase in the work week 
could save the county as much 
as $300,000 a year while keeping 
fire protection at the current 
level. 
Bennett said the boost in 
hours, even considering the 
three per cent pay boost which 
the board agreed to, would 
represent a 9.5 per cent reduc­ 
tion in firemen’s pay. He said a 
restraining order will be sought 
“immediately.” 
The board took its action on a 
motion by Supervisor Robert E. 
Kallman after Board chairman 
Frank J. Frost “unilaterally” 
tossed what was characterised 
by the administrative office as 


a “new offer” on the table. Ben­ 
nett claimed the 63-hour offer 
— seen as a county compromise 
after earlier seeking to impose 
a 66-hour work week — was not 
a new offer. But Administrative 
Officer Raymond Johnson 
declared it was a new offer on 
the basis of including the three 
per cent salary boost awarded 
in other county pacts. 


All other employe organiza­ 
tions had signed new collective 
bargaining pacts with manage­ 
ment, but the firemen’s union 
still is without a new contract. 
Union officials reiterated Mon­ 
day they feel it is illegal for the 
county to “unilaterally” boost 
hours of work in the absence of 
a contract. 
The firemen’s union and 
county administration have 
wrangled for years, with 
firemen finally going on strike 
in 1975 and emerging with a 56- 
hour work week. At one time, 
county firemen were on a 126- 
hour duty week and over the 
years have whittled it down to a 
level Bennett contends is com­ 
patible with other fire depart­ 
ments in the state. 
The supervisors’ action 
directly affects some 164 
firemen in the department of 


208 persons, including seven 
battalion chiefs. The Fire 
Department budget, one of the 
biggest in county government, 
is in excess of $4 million. 
Supervisors took their action 
after another fruitless negotia­ 
tion session last Thursday 
between the union and county. 
Bennett offered to get firemen 
negotiators into another session 
this week, but it was evident the 
supervisors’ patience was worn 
thin. 
Staff said the boost in hours 
would mean an increase from 
approxim ately 10 shifts 
monthly to 11* with 137 shifts 
(24 hours) per year (Mi duty and 
228 days off. Currently the 
firemen have 121 shifts on and 
244 days off per year. 
The new plan will mean a cut 
in department strength by 17 
positions, but as 10 are current­ 
ly unfilled, it will mean only 
seven jobs cut. The three- 
platoon system will stay. 
Bennett contended there was 
more reason to boost 
no 
firemen’s hours than hours of 
other county employes. He said 
the county fire tax rate had 
been cut and the current work 
week was in the “ball park” 
with 
fire 
d e p a r t m e n t s 
elsewhere in the state.

County supervisors facing a 
deluge of important issues Mon­ 
day decided to put off a possible 
decision on county vs. city tax 
inequities until the morning of 
Jan. 3, prior to reorganization 
of the board at 12 noon that day. 
The supervisors heard pleas 
from four city mayors and the 
city attorney from a fifth city to 
give city taxpayers relief from 
having to pay more than $1.8 
million toward funding of 
county sheriff’s patrols which 
do not operate in the cities. 
The county administration 
countered by revealing a report 
showing that the cities are 
benefiting to the tune of more 
than $3.7 million in local sales 
taxes and motor vehicle in-lieu 
taxes paid by residents of unin­ 
corporated areas. 
It was agreed to continue to 
hearing on the matter until 9:30 
a.m 
Monday, Jan. 3. New 
board members will take their 
seats on the five-man board at 
noon the same day. 
Calling on the county to give 
tax relief to city taxpayers 
were Santa Barbara Mayor 
David Shiftman, Lompoc 
Mayor Eugene Stevens, Car- 
pinteria Mayor Thomas

They claimed the cities get no 
benefit from sheriff’s patrols at 
all, and urged formation of a 
countywide service area to fund 
the patrol work, with zones of 
benefit set up.

What is so special about “A 
Christmas Carol” is that it 
completely catches the reader, 
or in this case, the viewer in the 
spirit of Christmas. 
It is a heartwarming story 
about a stingy old man who 
finds love and goodness and 
would soften the most cynical 
person, if only for awhile. 
Who would not do anything he 
could to help the crippled and 
dying Tiny Tim? And when 
Scrooge learns the error of his 
ways, who would not forgive 
and invite him in for egg nog? 
“A Christmas Carol” puts the 
view er in the spirit of 
Christmas as much as it does 
Scrooge. 
This stage production, 
directed by Randal Myler, 
seems better suited for older 
children and adults, rather than 
the very little, because so much 
talk goes on. 
Cal Winn plays Scrooge in a 
better dressed and groomed 
way than this viewer has seen 
before. The nasty tone is strong 
as ever, however.

NOW 
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Santa Barbara Ambulance 
Co., which provides emergency 
services under county contract 
for the South Coast area, was 
awarded a county pact for the 
Santa Maria area effective Jan. 
1 over the protests of operators 
of two Santa Maria ambulance 
firms declared in the process of 
merging. 
Supervisor Harrell Fletcher, 
of Santa Maria, often a critic of 
county policies which he said 
are designed to promote South 
Coast interests over those in his 
north county, said he felt con­ 
strained to back the Santa Bar­ 
bara firm’s bid in that it would 
provide "an overall betterment 
of emergency medical care in 
the northern part of the coun­ 
ty.” 
Dr. John Dorman, chairman 
of the County Emergency 
Medical Care Committee, said 
the committee voted to back a 
subcommittee’s recommenda­ 
tion in favor of the Santa Bar­ 
bara firm, known as 911 
Emergency Services, Inc. He 
said the Santa Barbara com­ 
pany’s proposal in response to 
various companies in the area 
was the only one received 
before the deadline for 
proposals, and met all the coun­ 
ty’s rigid new specifications, in­ 
cluding full paramedic care

delayed for Carter study 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Two 
decisions on major fighter air­ 
craft programs are being 
delayed so President-elect 
Jimmy Carter will have a 
dumce to make up his own 
mind about them, according to 
informed defense sources. 
The decisions involve the 
proposed sale of 250 modified 
versions of a new Navy fighter 
to Iran and a $2.5 billion plan to 
modernise the nearly defunct 
U.S. air defense system, large­ 
ly by purchasing up to 170 new 
interceptor aircraft. 
The interceptor program had 
been scheduled for a decision 
by Defense Secretary Donald 
Rumsfeld around Jan. 1. The 
sale of a land-based version of 


the FIB, tailored to Iranian 
specifications since all of the 
Navy’s planes will be carrier 
versions, first came under Pen­ 
tagon scrutiny in October. 
But both decisions are now on 
the back burner until after 
Carter takes office Jan. 20, the 
sources said. 
Notification to Congress of a 
deal on the F18L is required and 
would take the matter into 
January anyway. But it was 
decided to postpone the deci­ 
sion in any case because of 
criticism of the proposed sale, 
the sources said. 
Carter has pledged to take a 
close look at arms sale policies 
and during the campaign was 
particularly critical of sales to 
Portugal socialists 
win major victory 


LISBON, Portugal (UPI) — 
Portugal’s ruling Socialists 
have won a significant victory 
in nationwide local elections 
despite predictions that voters 
would reject their get-tough 
economic policies. 
With almost all the votes 
counted Monday, the Socialist 
share of the total vote was down 
about 1 per cent from previous 
elections, but surpassed the 
party's most optimistic predic­ 
tions and surprised opposition 
parties. 
The polling in all but 50 of 
Portugal’s 4,035 villages and 
towns gave the Socialists 33.2 
per cent of the vote against 24.3 
per cent for centrist Social 
Democrats, the next largest 
party. 
Any significant drop in 
Socialists’ voting strength could 
have forced the minority 
government to enter a coalition 
with opposition parties. 
Prime Minister Mario Soares 
said the vote was “ an in­ 
disputable victory” for the 
Socialist party’s decision to 
rule alone despite opposition 
calls for a coalition. 
The Communists increased 
their percentage of the vote 
from 14.5 per cent in last 
spring s legislative assembly 


elections to 17.7 per cent Sun­ 
day, moving them into third 
place. The conservative Center 
Democrats pulled in 16.6 per 
cent. 
The big losers were the 
radical leftists who won 16.5 per 
cent of the vote for president 
last summer by running flam­ 
boyant form er m ilitary 
security chief Otelo Saraiva de 
Carvalho as their candidate. 
They polled less than 3 per cent 
in the local elections Sunday. 
The remaining votes were 
split among several splinter 
groups. 
The Socialists went into the 
elections expecting to slide 
down in the overall vote 
because of the harsh austerity 
measures they were forced to 
introduce to revive the nation’s 
economy. 
A bomb that knocked out 
Lisbon's water supplies four 
days before the voting com­ 
plicated their problems. 
Initially the water incident, 
generally blamed on extreme 
leftists, worked against the 
Socialists. 
But the Portuguese, who have 
persistently shown a desire for 
fair play, appeared to lean in 
the opposite direction by elec­ 
tion day 


Iran, which now total about $10 
billion over the past few years. 
Criticism of the F18L project 
involved Northrop Corp., which 
acted on its own to sell the 
plane to the Iranians who sub­ 
mitted a letter of intent to buy 
250 planes at a cost of about $6 
million each. They also offered 
a first installment of $8 million 
on development costs that 
might run as high as $250 
million. 
The interceptor program in­ 
volves the Air Force’s recom­ 
mendation to buy an improved 
version of its F15 fighter with 
greater range for air defense 
purposes. Rumsfeld was to 
decide whether to go ahead 
with the program and whether 
the F15 or or some other air­ 
craft should be selected. 
Air Force sources indicated 
that the service itself — much 
as it did in the case of the B1 
bomber — would prefer to have 
the new administration take its 
own look at the program rather 
than face it with a major deci­ 
sion already taken. 
“ It is not the sort of thing we 
would want to go charging 
ahead on,” said one Air Force 
source. The source said there 
will be some funds hi the new 
budget for the project, but that 
the Air Force wants to be sure 
it has Carter’s support before 
going any further. 
Defense critics have ques­ 
tioned the purchase of new in­ 
terceptors when U.S. air 
defenses, which now consist of 
six active squadrons and some 
reserve forces, were largely 
scrapped just a few years ago. 
The Air Force, concerned by 
the new Soviet Backfire 
bomber with its intercontinen­ 
tal range, says it needs replace­ 
ments for the 20-year-old F106 
interceptors still in service. 


Court rules against 
classes of women 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Supreme Court again has ruled 
against two classes of women 
— divorcees caring for small or 
handicapped children, add mar­ 
ried women desiring to retain 
their own names for all legal 
purposes. 
The court unanimously held 
Monday that when a wage 
earner retires or is disabled 
Social Security benefits can be 
denied a divorced wife under 
age 62 burdened with child 
c a re , w hile gran ted to 
married women in the same 
circumstances. 
The court also rejected the 
appeal of a Lexington, Ky., 
woman who used her maiden 
name for social and legal pur­ 
poses but was prevented from 
using it on her driver’s license. 
Sylvia Scott Whitlow, an in­ 
structor at the University of 
Kentucky School of Journalism, 
sued to challenge an unwritten 
regulation of the state Driver 
Licensing Division requiring 
married names. She was told 
her license had to show Van 
Tubergen, her husband’s last 
name. 
In a low er cou rt Ms 
Whitlow’s arguments foundered 
on a 1972 action by the Supreme 
Court upholding a similar prac­ 
tice in Alabama The justices 
rejected her appeal without 
comment. 


Phalangist 


excapes death 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) — 
A powerful time bomb exploded 
under the car of a leading Chris­ 
tian Phalangist party official 
today but he escaped the assas­ 
sination attempt “ by miracle.” 
the Phalangist radio said. 
The radio said the TNT bomb, 
attached to a timing device, 
completely destroyed the vehi­ 
cle belonging to K erim 
Pakradouni, a Christian Pha­ 
langist party politburo member 
who played a key role in 
negotiations with the Syrians at 
the height of the civil war. 
The violence was triggered 
by a shooting incident Sunday 
involving Chamoun’s motor­ 
cade that left two dead. 


The Social Security case was 
brought by Mrs. Helen de 
Castro of Chicago, 56 at the 
time, who was caring fora 24- 
y ear-old retarded daughter. She 
was denied benefits because 
she had not reached 62 when her 
form er husband retired, 
although had she still been 
married to him she would have 
been eligible. 
In recent years the court has 
declared unconstitutional a part 
of the Social Security Act 
providing survivors’ benefits to 
young mothers but not to young 
fathers. On the other hand it 
has upheld a provision which in 
gen eral barred widow s' 
benefits to women married to 
the wage earner less than nine 
months. 
Speaking for the court in the 
de Castro case, Justice Potter 
Stewart said Congress does not 
act unconstitutionally merely 
because classifications under 
its laws are imperfect or in 
practice result in some in­ 
equality. 
He said the purpose of the 
old-age and disability aspects of 
the Social Security system is 
not simply to pay money to 
those who need it most but to 
provide workers and their 
families with “ basic protection 
against hardships created by 
the loss of earnings ...” 
“Divorce by its nature works 
a drastic change in the 
econom ic and p erso n al 
relationship between husband 
and w ife,” Stewart said. 
“Congress could have rational­ 
ly assumed that divorced hus­ 
bands and wives depend less on 
each other for financial and 
other support than do couples 
who stay married.” 
Last week the justices ruled 
that employers do not violate 
federal law by excluding 
pregnancy from their disability 
insurance plans. 


Nation's weather 
United Press International 
Bitter cold that settled over 
the nation’s midlands has been 
fingered as an unwitting ac­ 
complice to murder. 
Detroit police said near zero 
weather was apparently used to 
murder a man who was found 
bound, gagged and frozen to 
death. The man was clad in only 
a T-shirt. 
Monday's freezing death was 
the fifth reported in five days. 
However, police said it was the 
only incident where the 
weather was used as a homicide 
weapon.

Vietnamese 
congress 
opens 


BANGKOK, Thailand (UPI) 
— Vietnamese President Ton 
Due Thang today opened the 
first congress of the Vietnam 
Workers party in 16 years with 
an appeal to his countrymen to 
“consolidate the victory over 
U.S.-led rebels.” 
Thang, 88, told 1,008 represen­ 
tatives from throughout unified 
Vietnam and members of 27 
foreign delegations meeting in 
Hanoi that Communism has 
“ driven out the invading 
Americans and saved the 
nation.” 
“ Now that our people have 
won, we must consolidate the 
victory over U.S.-led rebels,” 
Thang said in a 10-minute 
speech frequently interrupted 
by a hacking cough. 
His welcoming speech was 
followed by a 70-minute address 
by party First Secretary Le 
Duan. a likely candidate to be 
named party chairman during 
the five-day convention. The 
post has been vacant since the 
death of Ho Chi Minh in 1960. 
Le Duan, Vietnam’s ieading 
Communist theoretician, re­ 
counted his country’s 30-year 
battle for independence that 
culminated in Communist occu­ 
pation of Saigon on April 30, 
1975. 
The two spoke in the former 
Hanoi Opera House near the 
mausoleum of Ho Chi Minh. 
The speeches, broadcast on 
nationwide radio, were moni­ 
tored in Bangkok 
Le Duan called the 1975 vic­ 
tory in southern Vietnam “the 
biggest defeat in American 
history.” 
He said that “ the United 
States, at the head of wealthy 
imperialist nations, has been 
considerably weakened by its 
failure in Vietnam. 
“The United States schemed 
to replace France in Vietnam 
and fell into a quicksand 
swamp.” Le Duan said. “This 
became the decisive battle­ 
ground between the forces of 
U.S.-led imperialislism and 
socialist forces for peace. 
“The United States fully com­ 
mitted itself in 1965,” he said, 
referring to the American 
buildup in Vietnam which 
totaled half a million ser­ 
vicemen. “Ten years later the 
people won.” 
In his welcome to foreign 
delegations. Le Duan omitted 
mention of the Soviet Union’s 
représentaives, headed by lead­ 
ing theoretician Mikhail Suslov. 
He also did not mention Laos 
and Cambodia, the two other In­ 
dochina nations conquered by 
the Communists in 1975. 
China, which did not send a 
d e le g a tio n . 
m essag ed 
“ warmest greetings.”

SALISBURY, 
Rhodesia 
(UPI) - Prime Minister Ian 
Smith says the Geneva con­ 
ference on Rhodesia’s future 
has not collapsed but only 
adjourned and he believes the 
British and the Americans 
won’t let it break down. 
“This conference after two 
months, I believe, will make 
history by being a conference 
which is adjourned before it’s 
actually started its business,” 
he said on returning from 
Geneva Monday. 
He said when it is recon­ 
vened, “ It will have to be 
resumed on the basis of im­ 
plementing the Anglo-Ameri­ 
can agreement....” 
The five-point plan presented 
by Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger and accepted by 
Smith, contains a blueprint for 
a pre-majority rule interim 
government. The black nation­ 
alists reject that plan. 
“ It has been quite chaotic 
over there. There was no 
progress at all,” Smith said of 
tiie talks. But he added: 
“The talks have not broken 
down. The talks have adjourned 
and I’m satisfied that people 
like the British government 
and, I believe, even the 
American government are dedi­ 
cated to trying to ensure that 
they don’t break down, that we 
succeed." 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President Ford sounded out 
congressional leaders today 
about a large pay raise proposal 
for top level federal employes 
that would include stiff conflict 
of interest rules. 
Ford met first with fellow 
Republicans on the recommen­ 
dations of the federal salary 
commission headed by former 
Commerce Secretary Peter 
Peterson. The panel favors an 
average 40 per cent increase in 
congressional, judicial and top- 
level executive salaries com­ 
bined with extensive disclosure 
requirem ents and strict 
prohibitions against outside in­ 
come. 
Sen. Robert Griffin, R-Mich., 
who may become the Senate’s 
GOP leader, said party politics 
and the pay raise were the 
prime topics discussed. Any in­ 
crease would go to Congress 
with the President’s budget 
message in January and would 
take effect unless specifiially 
rejected by one house. 
After the meeting with Ford, 
Griffin said: “ If he recom­ 
mends a salary adjustment, it 
will be coupled with ... a 
tightening of the code of con­ 
duct for all brajnches of 
government.” 
Asked if he thought Congress 
would agree to a call for strict 
ethical standards. Griffin said: 


“They should, they better.” 
Griffin said there was no dis­ 
cussion of the $10 billion tax cut 
and curbs on federal spending, 
which aides said would be one 
of the first bills facing the 
Congress when it convenes in 
January. 
Ford also will be delivering 
his last State of the Union mes­ 
sage in January and officials 
have hinted it might carry some 
other new suggestions from the 
outgoing chief executive. 
Six top economic advisers 
joined Ford Monday to discuss 
the details of his tax cut plan, 
and Press Secretary Ron Nes- 
sen said it would be designed 
primarily to ease the burden on 
those in the middle-income 
bracket. 
During the election cam­ 
paign, Ford promised to seek a 
tax cut and he was said to hope 
now that Congress still will con­ 
sider his proposals even though 
Carter will be making his own 
recommendations after Jan. 20. 
Nessen said Ford deemed his 
tax plan and proposed budget 
“ very important” and was 
drafting them with the same 
“ dedication and hard work and 
long hours as any other major 
proposal over the last two and 
one-half years.” 
Ford sent a $10 billion tax cut 
proposal to Congress last 
January, but it was rejected— 


partly because it would have 
required an equal reduction in 
the growth of federal spending. 
Nessen declined to say 
whether the new plan will carry 
that requirement, but said Ford 
is “publicly committed to a $10 
billion cut” in taxes and that his 
proposed budget would stress 
“restraint in government spen­ 
ding.’’ 
Ford, expected to finish work 
on his budget proposal and the 
tax cut plan in further meetings 
this week, will leave Sunday for 
a two-week skiing vacation with 
his family in Vail, Colo.

Man's back is 
a put-upon rebel

"Oh. my aching back!" 
( 
That's the frequent cry of pain and anguish from Homo Sapiens (that’s us) 
who can stand and walk erect. But we must do this using a structurally weak 
trunk to support our limbs and head. 
Back pain is one of man’s most common medical complaints and possibly one 
of the least understood. Doctors at St. Francis Hospital of Miami Beach, Fla., 
have researched the causes and suggest ways and means to ease the pain of 
our aching backs 
Doctors explain that ruptured discs are separate and serious problems in 
back ailments. However, there’s a good chance the spine signals other pains 
from arthritis, muscle strains and what we commonly refer to as a “charley 


h°The St. Francis Hospital survey showed elderly people are particularly 
susceptible to back pain because of physical changes in advancing years, th e 
spinal discs tend to flatten out, become fibrous and lose their resiliency. There 
is a reduction in the mobility of the spine Leaking of the gel-like substance in 
the inner core of a disc may be a warning of a possible slipped disc Ligaments, 
tendons and muscles also grow old and become nonstretchable fibrous tissue. 
And when all this happens, the back becomes subject to sprains, strains and 
spasms 
If for many years we’ve given up tennis and other strenuous activity we 
shouldn't take on any taxing physical exertions. It’s okay to walk, swim and 
engage in other mild health-building exercises. But we must remember not to 
do anything which will put a strain on an aging back. And surely not lift heavy 
objects, dig in the garden or shovel snow. 
I’ve suffered from a lumbar condition in my lower back for more than 25 
years, which may have been caused by a fall on a tennis court, poor posture and 
bad sitting habits, or other things I had learned to live with it, tried to 
remember the right and wrong things to do. The occasional back pains would 
disappear after a few days if I forgot 
We made a trip to New York Cith this summer and the old pain returned, 
probably because I had lifted and carried luggage for short distances The 
lower back ache went away after a few days but I had a new and excruciating 
pain which ran from my left hip down to the ankle. 1 assumed this was a 
"charley horse" brought on when I used muscles which had been inactive and I 
treated the pain with aspirin and rubbing linament. But that hip, leg and ankle 
pain seemed to get much worse. I couldn’t walk and I didn t suspect that this 
new pain was caused by something that had happened to my spine. 
We cut short our vacation and a local orthopedist’s X-rays showed two of the 
lower vertebrae bones had grown close together and were pinching nerves 
which went from the spine to the lower left side of my body. 
I was confined to bed for a week. The second week I was permitted to split 
bed time with mild activity around the house The new pain has almost com­ 
pletely disappeared and I can resume my old activités, in moderation. 
I now carefully follow the instructions from my own doctor, which were also 
included in the St. Francis Hospital report. These tips also may help those in 
their 20s or 30s avoid early back problems 
Now whenever I must stand for a long period of time I shift my weight by 
resting the left foot on a stool or similar object, 
I sleep on my back with a pillow under my knees or sleep on my side with 
knees bent. But never on my stomach. 
Whenever possible I lie down instead of sitting up. 
I won't make any sudden turns when picking up something. Instead of 
bending to lift anything I bend my knees and squat. 
I avoid the deep sofa in the living room and the soft easy chair in front of the 
tv set in my den. I have an old hardseated and straight-backed kitchen-type 
chair which I carry around the house. And I sit well back on the chair and avoid 
slouching 
, 
_ . 
By wearing a new girdle I may be able to get back to the golf course. But the 
first thing 1 will do is buy a lightweight golf bag and discard at least half of my 
clubs The reduced weight will be easier on my back and I probably will shoota 
better score when I don’t have to make the decision whether to use a six iron or 
a seven iron to reach the green

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Peasants plan 
march for land 


CULIACAN, Mexico (UPI) - 
Thousands of northern pea­ 
sants, apparently rejecting ear­ 
lier government peace moves, 
say they will m ardi on Mexico 
City this week to press for “im­ 
mediate satisfaction“ of their 
demands for land. 
Plans for the walk were an­ 
nounced Monday, 48 hours after 
the leaders of three rival pea­ 
sant groups promised Presi­ 
dent Jose Lopez Portillo they 
would peacefully vacate private 
farm land in northw estern 
Sinaloa State. 
Lopez Portillo assured than 
their claims would be heard and 
settled legally. 
Leaders of the Agriculture 
Workers and Peasants In­ 
dependent Central, however, 
said their march would start 
Wednesday to try to get, among 
other objectives, “ immediate 
satisfaction of 26,000 claims for 
land in Sinaloa." 
They were backed by the 
Union of Professors and Inves­ 
tigators of Sinaloa Univer­ 
sity. 
Sergio Herrera Icairo, deputy 


state attorney general, told 
reporters Monday judicial po­ 
lice agents were organizing the 
eviction of thousands of squat­ 
ters, without incident. 
Earlier this month, the squat­ 
ters claimed some 100,000 acres 
of farmland had been promised 
them by the previous ad­ 
ministration and they sat on 
large tracts of it. 
The march is slated to start 
from Los Mochis, 120 miles 
northwest of here and about 930 
miles from Mexico City. Organ­ 
izers said 7,000 persons were 
expected to begin the march. 
It was unclear whether the 
marchers planned to walk all 
the way to the capital. Some 
reports said they would walk 
some 40 miles to Guasave and 
then ride the rest of the way to 
Mexico City. 
Last week a federal judge 
ruled nearly 250,000 acres of 
private cropland in neighboring 
Sonora State be returned to its 
former owners. 
The land was ordered expro­ 
priated by former President 
Luis Echeverria in the final 
days of his government.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Gov. Edmund G 
Brown Jr. 
Monday urged more public par­ 
ticipation in helping to care for 
mentally ill patients in the 
state’s hospitals, currently un­ 
der investigation because of 
more than 150 highly questiona­ 
ble deaths during the past three 
years. 
Brown, in a press conference 
after a nine-hour visit to 
Camarillo State Hospital Sun­ 
day, said he was making a per­ 
sonal commitment to do all he 
could for the mentally ill but 
community support was neces­ 
sary. 
“The state as family doesn’t 
work well," he said. “We can t 
substitute for a human, caring 
neighborhood 
“There’s not enough support 
from the communities and un­ 
less we find a way to involve the 
community, the churches, the 
neighbors and the families in a 
much more expansive way, 
then bureaucratic adjustments 
won’t carry the way. 
“ The community needs a 
greater awareness and interest 
in the mentally ill,” he said. “ I 
personally am going to make 
it my com m itm ent to do 
everything I can for the mental­ 
ly ill 
“There are a lot of people 
who need others to take care of 
th em ” 


Aspen last March. 
A private security officer 
who rushed to the hone after 
the shooting, said Miss Longet 
pointed to Sabich as he lay 
bleeding from a single stomach 
wound on a bathroom floor and 
told him ‘“ I shot Spider, help 
him.’” 
The diary was confiscated by 
Pitkin County Sheriff’s Lt. Bill 
Baldridge from Miss Longet’s 
dresser drawer while she rode 
in an ambulance with her fatal­ 
ly wounded lover to an Aspen 
Hospital. He also demanded 
that Miss Longet undergo blood 
and urine tests. 
“Clearly, a personal diary 
secreted under clothing in one’s 
bedroom dresser drawer is an 
item of the kind intended to be 
p ro te c te d by the F ou rth 
Amendment’s warrant require­ 
ment,” the court said. “ Indeed, 
it would be difficult to imagine 
what papers and effects should 
be more entitled to privacy 
than one's personal diary.” 
Her diary allegedly detailed 
the cooling of her love affair 
with Sabich. Friends said the 
two-time world ski champion 
had ordered her to move out of 
the chalet they had shared for 
two years. 


Bomb threats 
on schools 
told in report 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
More than 6 per cent of the 
nation’s schools reported 
one or more bomb threats or 
use of explosive devices to 
police during a recent five- 
month period, according to a 
government study on school 
violence. 
The study said inner city 
schools were more likely 
than other schools to have 
reported “use of, or threat 
to use, an incendiary or ex­ 
plosive device.” 
But this national pattern is 
not true for some states. In 
Arizona, rural and suburban 
schools were more likely to 
have reported a “bomb” of­ 
fense than the metropolitan 
schools. In California, met­ 
ropolitan schools outside the 
central city topped the 
“bomb” reporting Ust. 
In the first national sam­ 
ple survey ever done of 
school crime and violence, 
the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare’s 
National Center for Educa­ 
tion Statistics asked offi­ 
cials of 8,000 schools for data 
on offenses they reported to 
police between Sept. 1, 1974, 
and Jan. 31, 1975. 
HEW statisticians said 
they are still uncertain of 
the meaning or accuracy of 
any of the initial survey 
results, but m ade them 
available to UPI under the 
Freedom of Inform ation 
Act. 
The survey found that 6.7 
per cent of schools reported 
at least one “bomb” offense 
to police during the period 
One in every five junior 
and senior high schools in a 
big city area reported such 
an offense at least once, the 
study found. 
For all junior and senior 
high schools, including those 
outside city areas, the study 
found that 15.76 per cent 
rep o rte d one or m ore 
“bomb” offenses. It said 
3.92 per cent of elementary 
schools reported such of 
fenses. 


Court faced difficulty on Gilmore ruling 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
flurry of opinions and a new 
line-up of justices indicated the 
difficulties that faced the 
Supreme Court in its 54 deci­ 
sion to permit the execution of 
Gary Gilmore by firing squad in 
Utah. 
Announcement of the ruling 
late Monday afternoon was 
itself a surprise. Hie court 
earlier postponed a scheduled 
holiday recess for a week to 
hold an open session next Mon­ 
day, and it was believed the 
decision on the stay of execu­ 
tion in the Gilmore case would 
be announced then. 


Chief Justice W arren E. 
Burger, with Justices Potter 
Stewart, John Paul Stevens, 
Lewis F. Powell and William 
Rehnquist were the majority, 
with Justices Byron R. White, 
William J. Brennan Jr., Thur- 


good Marshall and Harry A. 
Blackmun dissenting. 
But there were five separate 
opinions filed. Only Stewart, 
author of the court’s opinion up­ 
holding the principle of capital 
punishment last July, offered 
no separate views. 
White was a surprise, as was 
Blackmun to a lesser extent. 
Both voted to uphold the death 
penalty last July, even when 
m a n d a to ry . 
T he 
c o u rt 
majority, including Stewart, 
Stevens and Powell, voted 
against mandatory death laws 
while upholding those which af­ 
ford some jury discretion. 
In addition, White is known as 
a justice who generally votes 
against the defendant when the 
high court is faced with issues 
of constitutional law, and is the 
lone justice left on the high 
court who voted against Miran­ 
da rules in that famous case a

decade ago. 
Those rules set guidelines 
police must follow in question­ 
ing and detaining a criminal 
suspect. 
Burger, joined by Powell in 
the majority opinion, said “ ... 
The application of Bessie 
Gilmore manifestly fails to 
meet the statutory require­ 
ments to invoke this court’s 
power to review the action of 
the Supreme Court of Utah.” 
At the same time he stated 
the view that the state was 
“firmly grounded” in its deter­ 
mination of Gilmore’s com­ 
petence to waive his rights. 
In dissent for himself, Bren­ 
nan and Marshall, White said 
the execution should be stayed 
until state courts “have re­ 
solved the obvious, serious 
doubts” about the validity of 
Utah’s capital punishment law. 
“I believe the consent of a 
convicted defendant in a 


criminal case does not privilege 
a state to impose a punishment 
otherwise forbidden by the 8th 
Amendment,” White said. 
Marshall agreed, but also 
said the record does not show 
Gilmore properly waived his 
appeal rights. 
Blackmun separately said the 


application for further stay 
should have a speedy hearing. 
Stevens and Rehnquist filed a 
brief joint statement saying “a 
third party has no standing” to 
litigate a claim that a law 
violates the Constitution's ban 
on cruel and unusual punish­ 
ment.

The GAO is conducting the 
federal investigation with the 
Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion. 
The Times quoted a spokes­ 
man for Alyeska as saying the 
company “will cooperate in any 
appropriate way” and had “not

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Authorities said today a second 
arrest was expected soon in the 
discovery of tons of military 
weapons supposedly buried by a 
racist paramilitary group. 
Meanwhile, the first suspect 
arrested, foundry operator Do­ 
nald G. Wiggins, 41, who had 
been freed on bail, was 
rearrested on more charges. 
An all points bulletin was is­ 
sued Monday for David Edward 
Williamson, 31, who sheriff’s 
deputies said rented a mountain 
cabin where 2 tons of military 
weapons were found aban­ 
doned, strewn over hillsides. 
The armament was in addi­ 
tion to the 8 tons of weapons 
linked to Wiggins - 5 tons 
found buried in the Mojave 
desert and 3 tons dug up at his 
home and foundry in Ontario in 
neighboring San Bernardino 
County.

said 
Williamson, formerly of Reno, 
Nev., was known to be driving a 
camper with Nevada license 
plates, and his arrest was “im­ 
minent." 
Williamson was reported to 
have been seen firing a machine 
gun in Lone Pine Canyon near 
Wrightwood in the mountain 
resort area west of Los 
Angeles, the sheriff’s office 
said. 
A ton of machine guns, hand 
grenades and other weapons 
had been dumped in the area, 
officers said, apparently 
thrown down hillsides with no 
attempt at concealment. 
Wiggins, who had been 
released Sunday on $15,000 bail 
under Los Angeles county 
charges of possession of illegal 
weapons for the discoveries in 
the Mojave desert, was back in 
jail on San Bernardino county 
charges, filed after the discov­ 
eries at his home and foundry, 
with bail set at $50,000. 
Los Angeles County Sheriff 
Peter Pitchess said buried 
weapons appeared to be the 
arsenal of a racist paramilitary 
group, citing the anti-black, 
anti-semitic and anti-comm u-

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Life support equipment should 
be withdrawn from a severely 
defective infant unable “to par­ 
ticipate in human experience," 
according to two medical ethics 
specialists at the University of 
California. 
They said Monday that 
sustaining life by artificial 
means was wrong in the case of 
“ an infant who cannot survive 
infancy or who will live in in­ 
tractable pain or who cannot 
participate even minimally in 
human experience.” 
They said their “ most con­ 
troversial” conclusion was that 
extraordinary life-sustaining 
efforts should be discontinued 
for babies who are deemed 
“unable to participate in human 
experience.” 
The authors, Prof. Albert 
Jonsen, a former Jesuit priest 
and former president of the 
University of San Francisco, 
and Michael Garland, ethics 
professor at the University of 
California Medical School, said 
a decision in such cases 
required “ a projection” on the 
part of the deciding doctor. 
In deciding whether to cease 
the use of life-sustaining equip­ 
ment. they said, “ the indepen­ 
dent moral value of every in­ 
fant requires cautious in­ 
terpretation” of the baby’s 
chances 
“ In doubtful cases it is better 
to err on the side of sustaining 
life.” 
They said the physician has 
“ two clients, the infant and the 
parents.” Morally, these ulti­ 
mate decisions usually lie with 
the parents, the report said, but 
sometimes it is the physician’s 
duty to make them. 
They cited the situation of a 
mongoloid baby who “althougt 
sure to be mentally deficient,’ 
they said, “such a baby shouk 
be given life-sustaining therapj 
as a rule whenever needed.” 
But they said “ an encephalii 
baby (born without a develop* 
brain) should not be resuscitat 
ed or sustained.” 
One factor in such decision!

State accuses 
debt agencies 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The 
state has accused two more 
major debt collection agencies 
of using “ illegal threats, 
falsehoods and misrepresenta­ 
tion” in collecting unpaid bills 
and moved to revoke their 
licenses. 
Douglas Faigin, chief of the 
collection and investigative ser­ 
vices section of the state 
Department of Consumer Af­ 
fairs, Monday cited 23 causes of 
action against the Orange 
County and San Francisco 
firms of G.C. Services Corp. 
Two other major collection 
companies — American Finan­ 
cial of Los Angeles County and 
American Financial of Orange 
County — were similarly ac­ 
cused Nov. 16. 
Also accused of illegal collec­ 
tion p ra c tic e s w ere 26 
managers, officers and collec­ 
tors connected with the four 
firms. The state seeks a revoca­ 
tion of their licenses. 
Faigin said the collectors of 
the San Francisco company told 
one debtor she should go on 
welfare or kill herself, while 
another collector from the 
same firm identified himself as 
an FBI agent. 
He said a collector from the 
Orange County firm of G.C. 
Services threatened to find out 
where an alleged debtor worked 
so he could “take care” of her. 
Faigin described the compa­ 
ny policy as “a blueprint for 
misrepresentation that in­ 
structs collectors to make false 
statements to debtors for the 
stated purpose of convincing 
the debtor that he or she is be­ 
ing sued or that the alleged debt 
is being referred to the sheriff 
for legal action.” 


Scientists await 
data from Viking 


PASADENA (UPI) - Space 
scientists at the Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory waited today for 
data collected by the two Viking 
robot laboratories on Mars dur­ 
ing a month-long communica­ 
tions blackout. 
Radio links with the landers 
were reestablished Monday, 
ending a month’s silent hiber­ 
nation. 
The orbit of Mars swung 
around to the other side of the 
from Earth last month,

blocking communications until 
the orbits became favorable 
again and scientists sent a radio 
wake-up call activating the 
robots Monday. 
Lander 1 responded first, 
sending back engineering data 
indicating it was operating cor­ 
rectly. 
“The engineering data tells 
how healthy the spacecraft is,” 
a JPL spokesman said. “ It 
looks good.” 
Information was scheduled to 
arrive today from the laborato­ 
ries’ space craft, still orbiting 
the Red Planet. The first scien­ 
tific data is scheduled to be 
retrieved from Viking 1 Thurs­ 
day and Viking 2 Friday. 
Scienists hope the Viking 2 
seismograph recorded a “Mar- 
squake” believed to have hap­ 
pened during the November 
blackout. It would be the first 
recording of a Marsquake. 
Meanwhile, the most cele- 


mission of the Viking 
to seek for indica- 
tions of life on M ars — 
remained in the backround, at 
least temporarily. Scientists 
said contradictory information 
gathered by the probes’ life 
detection instruments have left 
scientists undecided on whether 
any life forms exist, or ever 
could have existed, on the cold, 
dusty planet. 
“Putting the facts all toge­ 
ther, they do not rigorously 
prove the presence of life on 
Mars and they do not rigorous­ 
ly disprove the presense of life 
on Mars,” said Dr. Harold 
Klein, chief biologist for the $1 
billion mission.

Relatives of 
Getty to get 
huge dividend 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Relatives of the late oil 
billionaire J. Paul Getty are en­ 
titled to a $3.1 million dividend 
which Monday was ruled not a 
part of the Getty estate by 
Superior Court Judge Neil A. 
Lake. 
The money was the quarterly 
Getty Oil Co. dividend that Get­ 
ty would have received as in­ 
come from the 1934 trust of his 
late mother, Sarah C. Getty. 
The dividend was declared on 
May 5 but payable on June 10, 
four days after Getty died in 
London at the age of 83. 
Edward A. Landry, attorney 
for Title Insurance and Trust 
Co., asked Lake to decide if the 
money should become a part of 
the Getty estate or distributed 
to his successors as income 
from the 1934 trust. 
Lake ruled in a half-page 
decision that the dividend had 
not been “ available for distri­ 
bution” until after Getty’s 
death and therefore could not 
be included in his estate. 


Ministers from the 13-mem 
her Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries are 
gathering in Doha for a meeting 
Wednesday generally expected 
to result in an oil price in­ 
crease. 
The size of the price hike will 
determine the cost of running 
an auto, heating a home, or 
keeping a factory on its feet. 
A 10 per cent increase in the 
price of oil would add about $12 
billion to the world’s annual 
bills, according to official U.S. 
figures. 
In union with the other Arab 
states on the Persian Gulf, 
Qatar is in a position to say how 
high the price should go. Saudi 
Arabia, the largest country on 
the Gulf, is publicly on record 
as wanting no more than a 10 
per cent increase. 
The Gulf’s position has 
prevailed in the past. Many ex­ 
perts believe it will prevail this 
week as well, and that “hawks” 
such as Iran, with its demand 
for a 15 per cent increase, and 
Iraq, demanding 25 per cent, 
will eventually accept Saudi 
Arabia’s figure. 
What makes the Gulf produc­ 
ers so influential is the fact 
they can control prices by in­ 
creasing or decreasing pro­ 


duction. With more profit* than 
they need, they reportedly op­ 
pose any increase that would 
damage the economies of 
Western countries — on which 
their development depend* and 
where their petrodollar profits 
are invested. 
The European Common mar­ 
ket warned recently that 
anything more than a “ modera­ 
te” increase will stunt its 
economic progress and battle 
against unemploymment and 
inflation. The United States 
says no increase is justified. 
In preparation for the minis­ 
terial meeting, OPEC’s eco­ 
nomic commission met to dis­

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He's staying— for now 
Seaver true blue to Mets

NEW YORK (UPI) — Tom Seaver was waiting 
around to have his car serviced when the fellow who 
runs the place, a man he has known for some time, 
asked him how come he hadn’t played out his option 
and gotten himself a quick two or three million the 
same way a number of other players had. 
"That’s the same question my father asked me,’’ 
said the Mets’ three-time Cy Young Award winner. 
"I’ll tell you the same thing I told him,’’ Seaver said 
to the automobile man. “There’s something called 
loyalty. My mother agreed with me.” 
Seaver has a good contract with the Mets, one of the 
best there is, in fact. He gets better than $220,000 a 
year for three years and has a conditional clause 
enabling him to top even that. Good as his contract is, 
he’s fully aware he could’ve gotten himself even more 
money had he not signed back on with the Mets last 
spring after a long, sometimes bitter exchange 
between him and the club during salary negotiations. 
"I feel that I have to have some sense of loyalty even 
though I question my own judgment when I think back 
to last spring and remember how the Mets said they 
were considering trading me because of my salary 
negotiations with them,’’ Seaver says. 
The Mets’ ace will be 82 this Friday. He has been a 
20-game winner four times in 10 years and a)*h««»h he 


had only a 14-11 log last season, only two others were 
able to better his 2.59 ERA and he led the National 
League with 235 strikeouts. It was the fifth time in the 
past seven years he did that and the ninth straight year 
he struck out 200 or more batters. No other major 
league pitcher has ever done that before. 
Under the way things are set up now, Seaver will be 
able to play out his option with the Mets when his 
current contract ends two years from now. 
"I don’t want to play out my option,” he says, but 
I’ll cross that bridge when I come to it. I’m not being 
an angel about it; I’m being a realist.” 
Seaver knows what fellows like Reggie Jackson, Joe 
Rudi, Don Gullett and Bobby Grich received to sign 
with new clubs as free agents and he has heard how 
some feel all this sudden free spending in baseball is 
getting out erf hand.

"Generally, you wily hear one side of the story, he 
says. "What about the other side? For the first time in 
history, ballplayers have some say in the direction 
baseball is going, in their game. That’s good. but they 
also have to recognise their own responsibility in all 
this.”

Does he have some personal reaction to all the 
millions being spent on ballplayers? 
Yes, he has, and he goes back to the negotiations of 
last spring, the ones between the owners and Marvin 
Miller, representing the Players’ Association.

What Tom Seaver is saying is that if anyone is at 
fault for all this lavish spending, it’s t o owners, not 
the players, and of course, he’s absolutely right Not 
only does Marvin Miller say the same thing, so does 
Charlie Finley and all the other owners. 
The owners all want to win, but they don t wish to 
pay the price. Unfortunately for them, winning doesn t 
come cheaply. It’s so expensive, that even spending a 
great deal of money doesn’t automatically guarantee 
victory.

Seaver’s club, the Mets, was interested in some of 
the free agents like Jackson and Gary Matthews but 
they weren’t aggressive enough. They didn’t wish to 
alter the salary structure of the entire club, an idea 
which had merit providing other clubs were willing to 
do the same thing. So the Mets hung back a little too 
long, and in the end they wound up getting none of the 
free agents. Seaver rather wishes they had. 
"Our ball club has as good a pitching staff as you can 
find anywhere,” he says. "But we need help. I was cer­ 
tainly hopeful we’d get some, but it’s their money and 
they spend it as they see fit.”

Kentucky's

The heart of Kentucky’s basketball 
team has been playing together for three 
years. South Carolina’s young team 
found out Monday night how good the 
Wildcats have become. 
Third-ranked Kentucky routed South 
Carolina 98-67, the worst beating the 
Gamecocks ever suffered at Carolina 
Coliseum since it opened in the 1968-’69 
season South Carolina’s worst defeat at 
home before Monday night was a seven- 
point loss to Notre Dame last year. 
"These kids are now juniors,” said 
Kentucky Coach Joe HaU. "They have 
matured in front of our eyes. They are 
more and more coming to dominate good 
teams.” 
In winning its fifth game without a loss 
and 14th straight since last season, Ken­ 
tucky jumped to a 10-0 lead and a 52-34 
halftime margin. South Carolina, which 
returned only two experienced players 
from last year’s 18-9 team, didn’t score 
until Jackie Gilloon hit two free throws 
3:13 into the game. The Gamecocks did 
not score from the field until 4:38 had 
elapsed, when Golie Augustus scored to 
make the score 14-4. 
"We shot 67 per cent in the first and 
played good defense, too,” Hall said. 
“There aren’t a lot of teams that can 
keep up with that.” 
Junior Jack Givens led Kentucky with 
28 points, followed by junior Mike 
Phillips with 23 Senior Larry John- 
scored 16 points and freshman Jay 
Shidler had 10.

Evert's tops 
in a top crop 


NEW YORK (UPI) — In a year dominated by outstanding 
performances by women athletes, tennis star Chris Evert 


reThe il-year-old Evert beat out a long list of Olympic gold 
medalists and cracked a previously male-dominated circle 
Monday when she was named Sportswoman of the Year by 
Sports Illustrated magazine. 
The magazine’s editors chose Evert over female stars 
such as figure skater D oroth y Hamill, gynmast Nadia 
Comaneci, golfer Judy Rankin, skier Rosi Mittermaier and 
male performers such as baseball’s Joe Morgan, basket­ 
ball’s Julius Erving, college football’s Tony Dorsett. and 
Olympic decathlon gold medalist Bruce Jenner. 
Evert, a winner of $375,000 on the circuit last year and the 
women’s singles titlist at both Wimbledon and Forest Hills, 
was selected for the award because of the way she 
dominated her sport and because she “symbolized in 
character and performance the ideals of sportsmanship. 
“I’m more surprised than anyone,” said Evert. “Whenev­ 
er there’s an Olympic year someone comes out of the 
woodwork who gets a lot of publicity. Hiis year Dorothy 
Hamill and Nadia Comaneci got a lot of publicity. In my 
mind, it was a woman’s year. People are starting to ap­ 
preciate women athletes more than ever. ’ 
Evert is only the second woman to be honored in the u - 
year history of the award and the first to win it outnght. 
Billie Jean King, who preceded Evert as kingpin of women s 
tennis, shared the award in 1972 with ex-UCLA basketball 
coach John Wooden.

General raps 
documentary 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - The 
commander of the California 
National Guard says the 
nation’s military reserve sys­ 
tem should be given equal time 
to correct the “ distortions” in 
an NBC documentary on the 
reserves. 
Maj. Gen. Frank Schober, 
who heads the 26.000-member 
Air and Army Guard, Monday 
said the documentary concen­ 
trated “ its attention on malcon­ 
tents and inferior performers” 
in reserve units around the na­ 
tion. 
“ I think we should get equal 
time to answer the distortions 
and tialf-truths,” he said. “ This 
is the kind of presentation that 
tends to lead the American peo­ 
ple down a primrose path to 
national insecurity.” 
The hour-long program, 
“ NBC Reports: The Sometime 
Soldiers." dealt with problems 
plaguing the reserves and 
National Guard. 


United Press International 
In 51 small ceremonies one 
critic called “ curiously ar­ 
chaic,” marred by one Wash­ 
ington state elector who in­ 
sisted on voting his own 
preference, Jimmy Carter has 
formally been certified as the 
39th President of the United 
States by the Electoral College. 
With all 50 states reported, 
the outcome — except for the 
maverick elector — was as 
projected on election night: 
Carter 297; Gerald Ford 240. 
And one for Ronald Reagan, 
cast by a Ford elector in 
Washington. 
Carter won the popular vote 
Nov. 1 by 1,681,417 votes. 
The founding fathers, not 
trusting the citizens to elect the 
president alone, provided for 
the Electoral College in the 
Constitution — mandating that 
each state have a number of 
electors equal to their 
representation in Congress and 
setting the date for its meeting. 
Some state laws mandate 
that electors vote for the win­ 
ner in the state’s popular vote, 
but some leave the choice to the 
elector — leading occasionally, 
as it did this year, to totals 


other than those determined on 
election night. 
In 50 state capitals and the 
District of Columbia, 538 men 
and women met to confirm the 
election results. Their ballots 
were mailed to Washington to 
be certified by Congress Jan. 6, 
two weeks before Carter’s in­ 
auguration. 
The same electors also voted 
for vice president, picking 
Democrat Walter Mondale over 
Republican Robert Dole. 
The Electoral College con­ 
tinued to draw criticism, even 
from its participants. 
Secretary of State Gloria 
Schaffer, presiding at ceremo­ 
nies in Hartford, Conn., called 
the device “ a colonial anachro­ 
nism awkwardly surfacing in 
modern America every four 
years" which should be done 
away with. 
Commonwealth Secretary C. 
Delores Tucker said in Harris­ 
burg, Pa., the Electoral College 
is “ curiously archaic” because 
“ a candidate could actually 
become president by winning 
the 11 largest states and not a 
single vote in any of the other 
39” 
Wisconsin electors voted to 


abolish the Electoral College. 


Gov. Otis Bowen of Indiana 
objected to signing his name 18 
times. He is a member of the 
federal committee studying 
ways to reduce governmental 
paperwork. 


V erm o n t,

the nation, was the first to cast 
its electoral vote — and all 
three went for Ford. 


North Carolina vied for hav­ 
ing the youngest elector, while 
Kansas may have had the 
oldest. Among North Carolina’s 
13 was Marcie Jones, 18 and in 
Kansas retired National Guard 
Col. Arthur Ericson checked in 
at 87.

POWER OF EMINENT DOMAIN, 


has an advantageous or detrimental effect on property values. 
It is,a legal right exercised by Federal, State or Municipalities 
to acquire certain properties—piece or parcel—for public use. 
Most courts have set standards of compensation based on the 
fair market value before and after the action. Should a part of a 
parcel of land be taken thus DECREASING the value, the 
owner is entitled to ‘Must compensation” as worked out in an 
agreement or established by a court.

Sec. 5-31. Definitions. 


(a) Unless the particular provi­ 
sion or the context otherwise 
requires, the definitions and provi­ 
sions contained in this section shall 
govern the construction, meaning 
and application of words and 
phrases used in this chapter, and, 
except to the extent that a par­ 
ticular word or phrase is otherwise 
specifically defined in this section, 
the definitions and provisions con­ 
tained in Chapter 1 of this code also 
govern the construction, meaning, 
and application of words and 
phrases used in this chapter The 
definition of each word or phrase 
shall constitute, to the extent ap­ 
plicable, the definition of each word 
or phrase which is derivative from 
it. or from which it is a derivative, 
as the case may be. 


(b) Bingo means a game of 
change in which prises are awarded 
on the basis of designated number 
or symbols on a card which con­ 
form to numbers or symbols 
selected at random

An organization specified in Sec­ 
tion 326 5 of the Penal Code is eligi­ 
ble to apply to the City for a license 
to conduct bingo games in the City 
No person shall operate or par­ 
ticipate in a bingo game except pur­ 
suant to such a license

shall be revoked. Failure to request 
such a hearing shall result in 
revocation of the license. 


(c) Upon such request, the City 
Clerk shall provide a hearing within 
ten (10) days after receipt of such 
request at which hearing the 
suspended licensee may appear 
before the City Clerk for the pur­ 
pose of presenting evidence why the 
license should not be revoked. 
Three (3) days written notice of 
said hearing shall be made to 
licensee. The hearing shall be open 
to the public. 


(d) If the City Clerk determines 
that licensee or any of its agents 
willfully conducted a bingo game in 
violation of law, the City Clerk shall 
sustain the suspension and revoke 
the license; otherwise, the City 
Clerk shall remove the suspension 
and reinstate the license. Upon 
revocation of such license it shall 
be null and void and no person shall 
conduct or attempt to conduct a 
bingo game thereunder 
(e) The licensee shall have the 
right to appeal the decision of the 
City Clerk to the City Council on the 
same terms and conditions as its 
appeal from the original suspension 
of the license. 


Sec. 635. General regulations. 


(a) Prize limitation. Hie total 
amount of prizes awarded during 
the conduct of any bingo game shall 
not exceed $250.00 in cash or kind, 
or both, for each separate game 
which is held. 


(b) Separate accounting. All 
profits derived from a bingo game 
shall be kept in a special fund or ac­ 
count and shall not be co-mingled 
with any other fund or account. The 
licensee shall keep full and ac­ 
curate record of its income and ex­ 
penses received and disbursed in 
connection with its operation, con­ 
duct, promotion, supervision and 
any other phase of bingo games 
which are authorized by this Arti­ 
cle. Hie City, by and through its 
authorized officers, shall have the 
right to examine and audit each 
such record at any reasonable time 
and licensee shall fully cooperate 
with the City by making such 
record available. 


(c) Limited interest. No in­ 
dividual. corporation, partnership 
or other legal entity except the 
licensee shall hold a financial in­ 
terest in the conduct of any bingo 
game 


(d) A bingo game shall be 
operated and staffed only by 
members of the licensee organiza­ 
tion. Such members shall not 
receive a profit, wage or salary 
from any bingo game. Only the 
licensee shall operate such game, 
or participate in the promotion, 
supervision or any other phase of 
such game. 
(e) Open to public. All bingo 
games shall be open to the public, 
not just to the members of the 
licensee organization. 


( f ) O ccup ancy c a p a c ity . 
Notwithstanding that bingo games 
are open to the public, attendance 
at any btngo game shall be limited 
to the occupancy capacity of the 
room in which said game is con­ 
ducted as determined by the Lom­ 
poc City Fire Department in accor­ 
dance with applicable laws and 
regulations. Licensee shall not 
reserve seats or space for any 
person 


(g) Games only on licensee's 
property. A licensee shall conduct a 
bingo game only on property owned 
or leased by it, and which property 
is used by such organization for an 
office or for performance of the 
purposes for which the organization 
is organized The license issued un­ 
der this chapter shall authorize the 
holder thereof to conduct bingo 
games only on such property, the 
address of which is stated in the ap­ 
plication In the event the described 
property ceases to be used as an of­ 
fice or as a place for performance 
of the purposes for which the 
licensee is organized, the license 
shall be null and void

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
A whale of a sale 


WASHINGTON - Back in 1973, 
Richard Nixon exercised his presidential 
powers to sell off strategic metals from 
the national stockpile. It was a 93 billion 
decision that benefited the industrial 
giants. 
The sales came at a time when 
strategists were warning that the United 
States would run short of many vital 
minerals in another 
decade. The mineral 
producers, taking 
their cue from the oil 
potentates, were also 
forming cartels to 
jack up the prices. 
Yet Nixon unloaded 
the 
ta x p a y e r s’ 
valuable metals at 
bargain prices. His 
decision to reduce the 
strategic 
stockpile 
was accompanied by 
quiet pressure from 
the White House to sell 
the scarce minerals to 
Nixon’s friends and 
contributors in the 
metals industry. 
Among the corporations that wound up 
with the boodle were Alcoa, Bethlehem 
Steel, Englehardt Industries, General 
Electric, Kaiser Aluminum, Reynolds 
Metals, U S Steel and Westinghouse 
Meanwhile, the National Security 
Council has conducted a top-secret study 
to determine whether the stockpile has 
been reduced too low. The dismal conclu­ 
sion is that Nixon made a huge mistake 
and that the stockpile levels must be 
raised. 
We broke the news of the stockpile 
sales last April and offered to assist 
anyone in Congress who was interested 
in investigating the scandal. Sen. Lee 
Metcalf (D-Mont.) took us up on our of­ 
fer. Working with the senator and his 
staff, we have dug out the details of a 
chrome sale that cost the taxpayers 920 
million. 
The General Services Administration 
paid 935.35 a ton for metallurgical 
chrome ore, which was set aside for an 
emergency in the Nye, Mont., stockpile. 
Chrome of similar quality was still sell­ 
ing around 935 a ton when Nixon ordered 
the stockpile depleted. 


The GSA, acting on Nixon’s orders, 
sold 803.526 tons of the chrome ore to 
Metallurg, Inc., for an incredibly low 
average of 97.64 a ton. The difference 
between the market price and the 
government price amounted to a whopp­ 
ing 920 million. 
All told, Nixon lowered the chrome 
requirements from 2.9 million tons to a 
mere 440,000 tons. But a few weeks ago, 
the requirements were quietly raised 
back to 2.5 million tons. 
The price of metallurgical chrome, 
meanwhile, has soared on the world 
market. The GSA must now pay 938 to 
946 a ton for the same quality chrome 
that was sold to Metallurg, Inc., for 97.64 
a ton less than three years ago. 
Metallurg is an international consor­ 
tium, which occupies a glittering, six- 
story, glass-and-metal building in New 
York City. The company is still moving 
its 97.64-a-ton ore out of Nye. 
We discovered that the bulk of this 
chrome is being delivered not to U.S. 
mills but to processing plants in the 
Scandinavian countries. Some of the 
finished chrome, meanwhile, has been 
sold back to U.S. companies at a fat 
profit. 
Thus, the aggrieved Americans have 
been whipsawed three different ways. 
First, they lost 920 million cm the deal. 
Second, the ore they gave up was used to 
stimulate the Scandinavian, not the 
American economy. And third, they paid 
premium prices for the finished chrome, 
with most of the profits going overseas. 
GSA spokesmen told us they were 
pleased with the chrome sale to 
Metallurg, even though it was more 
than 927 a ton below the market price. 
They explained that the remoteness of 
the Nye stockpile and the cost of tran­ 
sporting the chrome drove the price 
down Metallurgy offer, they said, was 
better than the other bids. 
Footnote Except for an insignificant 
9500 contribution from Metallurgy 
chairman Herbert Grunfeld to the Nixon 
campaign in 1972, we could find no links 
between Nixon and the company. No one 
from Metallurg returned our calls. 
SHADOWING THE SHADOWERS - 
An evangelical Christian group will at­ 
tempt to turn the tables on the foreign 
secret police who operate in this 


country. 
Secret agents from such countries as 
Chile, Iran and South Korea have been 
accused of hounding and harassing their 
enemies within the United States. 
The Christian activitists hope to iden­ 
tify the foreign operatives and to follow 
them day and night, possibly with 
placards. The plan is to engage in “non­ 
violent shadowing” ; there will be no in­ 
terference with the foreign groups. 
The group, which calls itself “liberty 
to the Captives,” also (dans to construct 
a scaffolding in front of the White House 
and pose a hooded man on it as a protest 
against U.S. aid to such torture- 
tolerating countries as Brasil, Chile, In­ 
donesia, Iran, South Korea and Uruguay 
This could be one of the first 
demonstrations that Jimmy Carter will 
see from his White House window. 
SUGGESTION BOX — Michael 
Silverstein of Cambridge, Mass., 
proposes “simple and adequate tax in­ 
centives” on solar energy projects. His 
argument. “As greater use of solar 
energy is made for home and water 
heating, Americans will be freed from 
dependence on local utilities as well as 
from foreign suppliers.” 
Answer: Homeowners can now install 
their own solar heating systems for 
about 92,000 in materials. A simple tax 
incentive, it’s true, would encourage 
more people to try solar energy. 
Twenty-two states have adopted tax in­ 
centive programs. But Congress is still 
dawdling.

WASHINGTON — Surveying the ruins 
of their party, the Republicans resemble 
the unhappy victims of some natural 
catastrophe. They climb out of the 
devastation to ask each other why it hap­ 
pened when, in fact, the answer was 
written large, long ago. 
The competition, if it can be called 
that, is for a new national chairman 
following the resigna­ 
tion of Mary Louise 
Smith not long after 
P resident F ord’s 
defeat. Short of a com­ 
plete change of face, 
the new chairman will 
confront a body in 
which resuscitation, 
draw ing on that 
flicker of life still 
remaining, will call 
for the arts of a 
Cagliostro and an open 
heart surgeon. 
He, or she, had bet­ 
ter have, too, some of 
the skills of a Houdini, 
in case a quick exit is 
necessary. Plainly, 
few can qualify and it is hardly surpris­ 
ing that thus far only one potential can­ 
didate has popped up. 
Big John Connally of Texas, who 
modestly stops short of coming right out 
for the job, has never lacked for nerve. 
In fact nerve, that bull horn voice and the 
handsome facade have carried him a 
long way. As Secretary of the Treasury 
under President Nixon, he was largely 
instrumental in putting through with 
nine other western nations a monetary 
accord in 1971 which the President hailed 
at the end of the conference in 
Washington as “the conclusion of the 
moet significant monetary agreement in 
the history of the world.” 
That world-shaking agreement lasted 
about a year and a half before it began to 
fall to pieces, with the old ills of the 
floating currencies once again to the 
fore. It was soon apparent that Connally 
had bullied the agreement through, leav­ 
ing a heritage of anger and indignation 
among the foreign finance ministers and 
within the International Monetary Fund 
and the World Bank 
No one can doubt Connally’s talents. 
He is above all a salesman, the kind of 


salesman who once he gets his foot in the 
door cannot be denied. But this is not 
what the Republican party needs in this 
moment of dire anguish. 
As a Republican convert, Connally’s 
connection with the Nixon past is too 
close. He was indicted by the Watergate 
grand jury on two counts of bribery, two 
counts of perjury and one count of con­ 
spiracy. After a lengthy trial, he was 
acquitted of the bribery charges and the 
other three charges were dropped after 
his acquittal. 
At the outset, it seems to this 
observer, there should be a team of 
diagnosticians; say a half-dozen men and 
women steeped in the political process 
whose sole interest would be to come up 
with a chart for the future. No obvious 
tag of liberal or conservative would fit 
them. 
Some Republicans looking for a glim­ 
mer of cheer compare the present condi­ 
tion of their party with that of the 
Democrats after the disaster of 1972 
when Sen. George McGovern carried 
Massachusetts and the District of 
Columbia. But there is no real parallel. 
The disaster for the GOP in Novemaer 
was not so much in the loss of the 
presidency, although that was a serious 
blow that might have been averted if 
Ford and his managers had not made one 
boner after another. Hie catastrophe 
was at the roots of power in Congress, 
the governorships and the state 
legislatures. 
Of the 50 governors only 10 are 
Republicans and the 10 include only 
three important states. The top-heavy 
balance of Democrats in Senate and 
House remains the same, only the second 
time in history that a national election 
has not altered the standing of the two 
parties. In one legislature after another 
the Democrats now control both houses. 
A new chairman who simply goes 
through the old familiar motions of ap­ 
pealing for money to party stalwarts and 
to unity from the moderate and liberal 
left to the conservative right will be 
wasting his, or her time not to mention 
the remaining breath of life in the 
Republic corpus. 
It seems to me that the party’s 
sickness goes deep and is owed to two 
basic failures. One is the conspicuous 
lack of any intellectual offering other 


than the stale repetition of the cliches 
of the past. The other is the failure, with 
notable exceptions, to find able can­ 
didates willing to run the political 
course.

In recent months, the city planning 
commission work has been dominated by 
requests for home use permits and by 
requests for easing the regulations on 
fence construction.

The Com­ 
munity Development 
Department has asked 
the Planning Commis­ 
sion to set a public

provisions 
In department director Jack Lam’s 
words, the provisions are an extension of 
the longstanding weed abatement 
program. This would pertain to multiple 
family or apartment developments and 
mainly commercial or planned develop­ 
ments 
Basis for the proposal is a study of a 
maintenance agreement procedure 
“whereby the property owner of any new 
development must enter into a legal 
agreement with the dty assuring the city 
that the property’s landscaping will be 
maintained to the specifications of the 
landscape plans and standards that have 
been approved by the city’s architectural 
review board prior to construction ” 
Those are the words of Jack Lam, 
community development director. If the 
property owner fails to maintain the 


landscaping according to the agreed 
upon specifications, the city could step 
in, perform such work and bill the 
property owner for the costs. If the 
owner fails to pay, the costs would be ap­ 
plied to the property as a lien. 
A few years ago, the planning commis­ 
sion and to a great extent, then, city at­ 
torney James Longtin tried to promote a 
property nuisance ordinance that would 
have accomplished the same purposes as 
outlined by Lam in his report to the com­ 
mission tonight. 
In that far away instance, however, 
the commission got bogged down on 
definitions of what constituted an un­ 
kempt yard. One proponent argued that 
grass a foot deep in the front yard, was 
objectionable and should merit some 
public action to abate. Others disagreed, 
however, and that aspect of the proposed 
ordinance was thrown out. 
Lam, himself has said the landscape 
maintenance idea could become a con­ 
troversial subject. When pressed for 
some examples in other cities, he said 
there were a few in the state that had 
gone this route. 
The proposal would be for new 
developments only. Existing develop­ 
ments presumably would be exempt.

The economic crunch may have 
doomed past practice of counting elec­ 
tion baUots in Lompoc following an elec­ 
tion. County elections chief Bob 
Kirkpatrick tells me his office will shift 
the counting to Santa Barbara for the 
March 8 school board election. Hie 
county is in the midst of negotiating a 
new contract with Cubic Corp. erf San 
Diego for the machine counting of baUots 
and wants to keep the contract price 
down. It amounted to about 935,000 the 
last fiscal year and is bound to rise, ac­ 
cording to Kirkpatrick. Just for informa­ 
tion, it costs an estimated 91.130 for each 
ballot-counting machine and its installa­ 
tion, or about 913,050 for the eleven 
machines which have been used in the 
north county. Added -to that figure are 
costs of data transmitting phone hookups 
and salaries for counting center person­ 
nel. Those are paper figures, because the 
contract price would have had to be paid 
anyway 
However, Kirkpatrick says 
Cubic bases its price on the work load 
which is expected That’s the reason for 
the shifting of the count to Santa Bar­ 
bara. Only time will tell whether the 
shift is permanent
